Indignation O ver H is A lleg e d M anipula­ 


tion o f S teel P rop erties For 


S p ecu lative Purpose*. 


C h icag o , April 19.—A movement is 
under way to oust John W. Gates from 
the management of the American Steel 
and Wire company. The principal hwy 
in this direction is none other than a 
petition to the governing committee of 
the New York Stock Exchange, asking 
that the Wire securities be taken off the 
stock list aniens John W. Gates be de­ 
posed as manager of the trust. 
According to private wire advices the 
petition is now tieing circulated and is 
receiving many signers. 
Brokers are 
exceedingly indignant over what they 
term “the scandalous manipulation” oi 
the Wire securities, and time serves to 
increase rather than diminish the indig­ 
nation. 
President John Lambert announces 
that probably all mills which the Amer­ 
ican Steel and Wire company have shut 
down will be reopened soon—possibly 
within a fortnight. From other sources 
it is hinted that the plants will resume 
operations as early as next Monday. 
This but goes to confirm the suspicion 
that there is nothing seriously the mat­ 
ter with the steel business, that the 
closing down was a part of the stock­ 
jobbing deal.
